Fighting; Around Calulnt. 


. Manila, Aug. 17.—The Twelfth infan 
try left Calulnt at sunrise "Wednesdaj 
and advanced up the railway. Capt 
Evans' battery deployed to the righ 
of the track and Capt. Wood's-to th<_ 
left. Two companies remained .on the 


' -track with the artillery. 
The .insur 


.gents were .found well intrenched in 
Iront of the town,, the trenches 'having 
been dug within a few days, and sinci 
the occupation of Calulut. 


At a distance of 1,500'yards the Fill 


rpinos opened fire. Their force was es 
timated by. Col. Smith at 
1,500, al 
' though the residents afterward said i 
•exceeded those figures by 1,000. " The 
«uemy sent heavy volleys .against' the 
•whole American' line. 'Most of their 
shooting, as usual, was high, but thej 
•concentrated their heaviest fire down 
the track 
upon 
the artillery. Col 


Smith kept the whole line moving rap 
Idly, with frequent rusies. The insur 
.gents attempted to flank Capt. Evans 
and therefore two companies were sen 
to the right and drove them hack. 


Enemy Forced to Retreat. 


"Unable to stand our continuous vol 


leys, the Filipinos abandoned th 
trenches- and retreated -through th 
town northward. It appears that the 
liad only just received their supply o 
ammunition. 
Had they been attacke 


sooner they could have made little re 
Distance. 


The intense heat caused much suffer 


Ing among the Americans. A reporte 
of the Manila Times, who was!accom 
panying Col. Smith, was shot in th 
tead, probably fatally. One America: 
officer received a slight wound in th 
face. Lieut. Howland of Sen. Wfteat 
on's staff, who knew the country, thor 
oughly as th eresult of reconnolssance 
and who assisted in directing the move 
ment, received a volley while ridini 
across a field close to -the trenches, bu 
ie escaped unharmed.

Tlie result of the secretary's decision 


will be to give Gen. Otis a fighting 
orce of 62,451" men. In addition to. this 
force it is proposed to increase

hospital corps in the Philippines to 
2,000 men, and the number of medical 
officers will be increased so that Gen. 
Otis will have an army of practically 
65,000 men. With this number Secre-

it is impossible to-find laborers to clean 
-iip the towns.

Reports 
from Neguabo, Corozato, 


Aquada, Cqmerzia and 'Quayanilla are 
that these towns 'have been destroyed; 
and that the. municipalities are with- 
out the means.to relieve distress. 


San Juan, too, is likely to be threat- 


ened .with an epidemic. Leading mer- 
chants estimate .the losses in stores 
and in the crops of coffee, sugar and 
fruit for the next three years at fully 
$75,000,000.

The town of Maimabo has been com- 


pletely demolished. The highest ruin 
loft, stands only two feet - above the 
ground. 
There were many casualties 


from the flooding.of the river, .100 per- 
sons, many of them children, having 
been drowned.

of churches built of masonry two feet 
thick remain standing.
